Professor  Rabinovich  accom- 
panied by  his  wife  and  two 
daughters  arrived  a short  while 
ago  to  Ottawa  and  will  be  living  in 
our  community  for  the  next  year. 
He  is  a graduate  of  the  Hebrew 
and  Tel  Aviv  Universities  and 
received  his  Doctorate  from  the 
University  of  California  -in  Los 
Angeles.  Professor  Rabinovich  is 
currently  Chairman  of  the 
Department  of  Middle  Eastern 
and  African  History  at  Tel  Aviv 
University.  He  is  also  a Senior 
Research  Fellow  of  its  Shiloah 
Institute. 

Professor  Rabinovich's  major 
area  of  concentration  is  the 
Modern  History  and  Contem- 
porary Politics  of  the  Arab  World. 
The  author  of  “Syria  under  the 
Baath’’  - 1973.  he  has  published 
many  articles  on  Inter- Arab 


Relations,  the  Arab-Israeli 
Conflict,  and  Svrian-Lebanese 
Politics  in  Middle  East 
periodicals.  Professor  Rabinovich 
is  also  leading  a Seminar  on  the 
Contemporary  Middle  East  at 
Carleton  University.

The  Honourable  Esther  Herlitz. 
a member  of  the  Israel  Knesset, 
and  a former  Ambassador  from 
Israel  to  Denmark,  will  be  guest 
speaker  at  a coffee  hour  of  the  Ot- 
tawa Women  s Division.  State  of 
Israel  Bonds,  to  be  held  on 
Wednesday  Efternoon  at  1:30 
p.m.  at  Congregation  Agudath 
Israel.  1400  Coldrev  Avenue. 

Miss  Herlitz  is  one  of  nine 
women  members  of  the  Knesset 
and  the  first  woman  member  of 
the  Foreign  Affairs  and  Security 
Committee.  She  also  serves  on  the 
Interior  and  Law  Committees. 

Miss  Herlitz  was  among  the 
original  members  of  Israel’s 
diplomatic  corps  which  was  form- 
ed at  the  inception  of  the  state. 
She  is  a graduate  of  Israel  School 
for  Diplomats. 

From  1950  to  1958.  Miss  Herlitz 
was  stationed  in  the  United  States 
serving  as  First  Secretary  of  the 
Israel  Embassy  in  Washington 
and.  later,  as  Consul  of  Israel  in 
New  York.  She  was  also  a 
member  of  the  Israel  Delegation 
to  the  Fifth  General  Assembly  of 
the  United  Nations,  where  she 
was  assigned  to  the  Political 
Committee. 

She  is  chairman  of  the  Israel 
Voluntary  Service,  an  agency  set 
up  by  former  Prime  Minister 
Golda  Meir  to  aid  in  immigrant 
absorption  and  to  help  bridge  the 
differences  among  immigrants 
who  come  from  many  countries 
with  varying  backgrounds  and  to 
close  the  gap  between  this  group 
and  those  who  have  lived  in  Israel 
a number  of  years. 

Miss  Herlitz  was  born  in  Ger- 
many, and  came  to  Israel  as  a 
child  in  1933,  growing  up  in  a 
pioneer  atmosphere.  All  her  adult 
life,  she  has  been  closely  iden- 
tified with  the  founding  and 
development  of  modern  Israel,  in 
j)oth  war  and  peace. 

A graduate  of  the  Hebrew 
Teachers  College,  she  served  as 
an  officer  in  the  British  Army 
during  World  War  11  in  both 
Palestine  and  Egypt.  Following 
her  release  from  military  service 
in  1946,  she  worked  for  a year  as 
resettlement  officer  for  Palesti-

nian  ex-servicemen.  Then  she  was 
appointed  Secretary  of  the  Jewish 
Agency's  Political  Department 
for  Arab  Affairs,  a post  she  held 
until  the  Arab  siege  of  Jerusalem 
in  Israel's  War  of  Liberation.  Dur- 
ing the  siege,  she  was  second  in 
command  of  Chen,  the  Women’s 
Army  of  Israel,  in  Jerusalem. 

Miss  Herlitz  is  a former  Direc- 
tor of  the  Public  Relations 
Department  of  the  Israel  Ministry 
for  Foreign  Affairs.  She  has  also 
served  as  a member  of  the  Tel 
Aviv:Jaffa  Municipal  Council  and 
as-  International  Secretary  of 
Mapai,  the  Israel  Labour  Party. 
She  has  travelled  extensively 
throughout  North  America, 
Europe  and  Esia. 

Esther  Herlitz  participated  in 
the  organization  of  the  historic 
1950  conference  in  Jerusalem 
which  brought  about  the 
launching  of  the  State  of  Israel 
Bond  drive  and  she  was  closely 
associated  with  Israel  Bonds  dur- 
ing her  service  in  the  U.S.

For  the  first  time  in  its  history, 
the  Jewish  community  of  Ottawa 
now  has  an  Eruv. 

An  Eruv  is  a boundary  which, 
by  virtue  of  its  encompassing  a 
certain  area,  gives  that  enclosed 
area  the  label  of  'private  domain’. 
Within  that  area,  people  are 
allowed  to  carry  on  Shabbos  and 
Yom  Kippur.  something  which  un- 
der normal  circumstances  would 
be  forbidden.  To  be  sure,  Ottawa 
is  not  the  first  city  in  Canada  to 
have  an  Eruv.  Toronto  has  that 
distinction.  Indeed,  two  of  the  key 
people  involved  in  the  Toronto 
Eruv.  Rabbi  Price  and  Mr.  Munk. 
were  involved  in  the  establish- 
ment of  the  Ottawa  Eruv. 

The  impetus  for  the  Eruv  came 
from  mothers  who  wanted  to 
come  to  shul  on  Shabbos,  but  had 
no  means  of  leaving  their  babies 
alone.  With  this  Eruv,  they  will 
now  be  able  to  wheel  their  babies 
in  carriages  to  their  respective 
shuls. 

The  Eruv,  to  be  exact,  does 
nothing  more  than  allow  for  per- 
mission to  carry.  It  does  not 
affect  any  other  aspect  of  Shabbos 
observance.  If  you  have  any 
specific  questions  with  regard  to 
the  Eruv,  you  are  asked  to  contact 
your  rabbi,  who  will  be  glad  to 
help  you. 

The  Eruv  combines  a link-up  of 
the  Ottawa  River  with  Hydro 
poles  and  wires  and  Bell 
Telephone  poles  and  wires.  The 
map  you  find  on  this  page  shows 
the  exact  boundaries  and  shape  of 
the  Eruv.  Unfortunately.,  not 
every  area  of  Ottawa  where  there 
is  a Jewish  population  could  be  in- 
cluded in  the  present  Eruv.  The 
Eruv  does,  however,  include  the 
immediate  vicinity  of  all  of  Ot- 
tawa’s shuls. 

It  should  be  noted  that  carrying 
on  Shabbos  is  restricted  to  inside 
the  boundary  streets  of  the  Eruv. 
This  is  a precaution,  as  in  some 
instances,  the  Eruv  wire  runs  on 
the  inside  of  the  street  and  in 
other  instances  on  the  outside  of 
the  street.  To  play  it  safe,  the 
border  streets  are  to  be  con- 
sidered as  outside  of  the  Eruv. 


Putting  up  the  Eruv  is  only  part 
of  the  process.  It  is  necessary  to 
maintain  a continual  check  over 
the  Eruv  to  insure  that  the 
various  attachments  which  create 
the  Eruv  are  still  intact.  If  any  of 
you  would  like  to  be  part  of  the 
Eruv  Vigilante  Committee, 
please  call  521-9700  anv  time  from 
Monday  to  Friday.  9:00  a.m.  to 
4:00  p.m. 

Those  using  the  Eruv  should 
check  every  Friday  to  be  certain 
that  the  Eruv  is  intact.  This  can 
be  done  by  calling  521-3773.  A 
recorded  message  will  inform  you 
as  to  whether  the  Eruv  is  usjble 
for  the  following  Shabbos.

Institute  is  the  fruit  of  the  labours 
of  the  Subcommittee  of  the  Coor- 
dinating Council  of  Adult  Jewish 
Education,  comprised  of  Rabbi 
Roy  D.  Tanenbaum,  Chairman, 
Rabbi  Reuven  P.  Bulka, 
Professor  Eugene  Rothman,  and 
Professor  Harvey  Lithwick. 


For  many  years,  it  was  ap- 
parent that  the  needs  of  those  per- 
sons who  were  truly  serious  about 
wanting  to  increase  their  Jewish 
education,  were  not  really  being 
met  by  the  Synagogues  or  the 
Jewish  Community  Centre.  It  was 
further  felt  that  while  we  were  all 
very  much  concerned  and  tried  to 
make  the  best  type  of  educational 
programmes  possible,  our  own  ef- 
forts were  self-defeating  in  terms 
of  attracting  and  holding  the  truly 
serious  and  committed  student.

Those  of  you  who  have 
seen  the  advertisements  for  the 
Institute  in  the  general  press,  will 
note  tfiat  the  course  fees  are  sub- 
stantially less  than  for  any  other 
courses  being  offered  by  the 
Department  of  Continuing  Educa- 
tion at  Carleton  University.  This 
is  due  to  the  fact  that  the  courses 
are  being  subsidized  by  the 
Jewish  Community  Centre  and 
Synagogues  of  Ottawa,  who 
together  comprise  the  Coor- 
dinating Council  of  Edult  Jewish 
Education.

On  February  16th  of  this 
year  the  Ottawa  Group  of  35 
joined  with  the  Toronto  and 
Montreal  groups  in  a 
demonstration  over  200  strong 
to  protest  the  imprisonment  of 
Dr.  Mikhail  Shtern,  a Jewish 
endocrinologist  in  the  Soviet 
Union,  who  had  been  sentenc- 
ed to  eight  years  hard  labour 
in  a Soviet  Jail  for  allegedly 
accepting  bribes  from  his 
patients. 

WE  NEED  YOU 
As  the  Ottawa  Group  of  35 
enters  its  second  year,  the 
need  becomes  even  more  vital 
foe  a strong,  active  organiza- 
tion. The  problems  are  self- 
evident.  Detente  does  not 


necessarily  mean  free  emigra- 
tion and  certainly  not  free 
emigration  for  Soviet  Jews.

The  Group  of  35  has  just 
completed  its  first  full  year  of 
activity  in  Ottawa. 


While  the  initial  meeting 
was  in  July.  1974.  the  group 
became  active  in  September 
with  a visit  to  the  Russian  Em- 
bassy on  the  Eve  of  Rosh 
Hashanah.  Chairman  Simone 
Goldberg  and  member  Fran 
Greenblatt  carried  a letter  to 
Soviet  Ambassador  Alexander 
Nikolaevich  Yakovlev,  asking 
for  a free  Soviet  emigration 
policy.  This  event  coincided 
with  the  Russia-Canada 
Hockey  Series  which  was  to 
begin  in  Quebec  City  on  the 
first  day  of  the  Jewish  New 
Year. 


The  move  produced  wide- 
spread media  coverage  with 
pictures  and  stories  in  all  Ot- 
tawa newspapers  and  much 
radio  coverage.  That  was  just 
the  beginning. 


The  aim  of  the  Group  of  35  is 
to  bring  the  problems  of  Soviet 
Jewry  to  public  -attention 
through  the  press,  radio  and 
television  media,  to  inform  the 
Soviet  Government  through 
their  Embassy  and  visiting  in- 
dividual or  delegations  from 
that  country  that  we  as 
humanitarians  are  not  going  to 
stand  by  whilst  they  harrass 
and  imprison  innocent  Jews; 
to  let  Soviet  Jews  know  that 
we  are  behind  them;  and  that 
they  know  we  are  here  and 
ready  to  act  on  their  behalf. 

THE  OTTAWA  GROUP  OF  35 
Approximately  70  women 
are  members  of  the  Ottawa 
35’s.  Their  role  is  that  of 
political  activists. 
Demonstrations  are  always 
silent  with  the  exception  of 
one  spokesman.  The  women 
dress  in  black  and  wear  a 
large  Mogen  David.  These 
Soviet  Stars  bear  the  names  of 
Jews  in  USSR  prisoner  camps 
who  are  known  as  Prisoners  of 
Conscience. 


Before  each  event  news 
releases  are  written  for  all 
area  media  and  personally 
delivered  to  each  editor  so

news  desks  are  alerted  and  full 
background  material  provid- 
ed. 

These  activities  are  carried 
out  by  the  Group  of  35  as  a 
separate  entity  or  in  conjunc- 
tion with  the  Ottawa  Soviet 
Jewry  Committee.  Last  Oc- 
tober saw  a Succoth 
demonstration  take  place, 
where  baskets  of  fruits  and 
vegetables,  each  bearing  the 
names  of  Jewish  Soviet 
prisoners,  were  carried  in 
silence  to  the  Soviet  Embassy 
and  placed  outside  the  gates 
while  a roll  call  of  prisoners 
names  was  read  out.  During 
the  Silva  Zalmanson  visit  in 
November,  the  35’s  arranged  a 
news  conference  and  com- 
munity meeting.  Mrs.  Zalman- 
son had  been  recently  released 
from  Soviet  prison  where  she 
had  been  sentenced  to  death 


for  allegedly  attempting  to 
steal  a plane  with  her  husband 
and  others,  to  fly  to  Israel.  She 
was  pardoned  after  serving 
four  years  of  a ten-year 
sentence.  Her  husband  also 
received  a death  sentence 
which  was  later  commuted  to 
15  years  hard  labour. 

Mrs.  Zalmanson  attributed 
her  early  release  and  un- 
precedented pardon  to  intense 
publicity  campaigns  in  the 
West.  She  estimated  at  least 
35.000  to  45.000  “Prisoners  of 
Conscience”  are  in  USSR 
prison  cafnps.  The  Zalmanson 
news  conference  gained 
national  publicity  in  all  media. 

International  Human  Rights 
Day.  December  10th,  saw  the 
35’s  swing  into  action  again. 
Members  of  the  group 
collected  about  800  signatures
